Two accidents which sent their vic­ 
tims to hospitals and a number of 
mishaps occurred on the roads of Ad- 
adrns county and vicinity over the 
week-end. 
Finned beneath the automobile in 
which they were riding when it over­ 
turned in a ditch at the foot of Shep­ 
herdstown hill on 
the 
Gettysburg- 
Har rift burg road, six persons Sunday 
afternoon received severe cuts 
and 
brumes. 
The injured arf1 ^Sylvester Hoer- 
ner, Hershey, owner and driver of 
the machine, and Mrs. Hoerner; Mrs. 
Mabel Keller, of Hummelstown, and 
her three children, Elva, 5; Cather­ 
ine, K, and Paul Keller, 13. 
Returning home shortly after 2 
o'clock, after a tour of the Gettys­ 
burg battlefield, the Hoerners and Kel­ 
lers were proceeding at a fair rate of 
speed down the hill, near Shepherds­ 
town, in a light touring car. 
At the Mechanicsburg crossroad, a 
coupe, 
driven 
by 
Miss 
Margaret 
Glenn, of Mechanicsburg, approached 
the h e th way anil to avert a collision 
Miss (ilenn turned her machine to 
tho 
left. 
Hoerner 
pulled 
on the 
steering whee! to swerve his ear to 
the right to keep from colliding with 
the coupe. 
Runs Into Ditch 
Despite their efforts, 
the 
front 
fenders of the machines met and the 
touring car swerved sharply to the 
right.* It ran into a ditch at the side 
of the road and turned over on its 
top. 
The occupants were pinned beneath 
the machine until released by Miss 
(ilenn, and the other occupants of her 
car. 
Mrs. Eckels and her nephew, 
Paul Glenn, 9 years old, assisted by j 
jessing motorists. 
The six injured persons in Hoer- 
tier’s car were taken to the Harris­ 
burg Hospital, where they received 
treatment for the minor injuries aft­ 
er which they were discharged. 
ifoerner’s machine was badly dam­ 
aged, while a bent fender was the 
only damage the coupe’ received in the 
crash. 
None of the three occupants 
of the latter car was hurt. 
Truck in Ditch 
A large moving} van left the Lin­

for the season is also giving impetus 
to the 
movement of

Local Dealers Busy » 
Local coal dealers report that they 
are booked far ahead with 
orders 
for 
hard coal 
and that even 
with 
conditions normal al the 
mines it 
would be 
difficult to supply the de­ 
mand 
before 
winter comes. 
They 
are urging their customers to begin 
the buying of 
bituminous, or soft 
coal, 
wherever it can 
possibly be 
used for domestic heating. 
The 
hard coal 
does not begin to 
come 
into 
Gettysburg 
until 
the 
middle of September or the first of 
October ordinarily, it is stated, and, 
if Governor 
Pinchot, as 
mediator 
for the United States 
government, 
is successful in averting the threat­ 
ened strike, the local demand is ex­ 
pected to be met largely, in the opin­ 
ion of hxal dealers. 
What will hap­ 
pen if the anthracite miners carry 
out 
their threat 
to walk 
out the 
first of September is probematical. 
There has been unusual activity 
on the part of outside solicitors of 
coal orders in Gettysburg and Ad­ 
ams county this year. 
Virtually all 
institutions 
and owners 
of larger 
buildings 
have been 
solicited and 
orders 
taken 
for 
coal 
in 
car 
load 
lots. 
There 
has 
been 
con-j 


siderable 
“clubbing” 
of 
orders 
whereby two or more individuals are 
supplying their coal needs by buying 
in car 
load lots and 
dividing the 
fifty-ton cars equally. 
Reports 
from Washington 
today 
are 
to the 
effect 
that 
Governor 
Pinchot’s plan for 
averting a hard 
coal shutdown contemplates a com­ 
promise between the deadlocked op­ 
erators and miners, officials predict­ 
ed on the basis of preliminary 
re­ 
ports from Harrisburg. 
The principal 
feature of such a 
settlement, it was said, would be a 
wage increase for the miners of pos­ 
sibly 5 or IO per cent. 
With this 
basic question out of the way, those 
who have followed the 
controversy 
expect the check-off, the second is­ 
sue of importance, and all other de­ 
mands to 
be 
cleared up 
without 
serious difficulty. 
Washington 
has been 
convinced 
for some time that both sides are 
eager for 
a settlement 
that 
will 
save 
their 
faces. 
The operators 
particularly 
are 
believed 
to 
be 
desirous of 
averting a 
tieup, 
be­ 
cause of fear of the effect upon the 
industry of the 
government’s plan 
to 
flood the 
anthracite-consuming 
states with substitutes and to edu­ 
cate the people in the use of them. 
The statem en t,is made openly by 
government officials that the hard- 
coal market for the winter certainly 
will be lost if there is a strike, and, 
if the industry is not destroyed al­ 
together, the popularizing of cheaper 
substitutes most assuredly will make 
serious inroads upon the demand for 
anthracite thereafter.

Doctor Weigle was one of the old­ 
est and 
most widely known active 
ministers in the 
denomination. He 
had been preaching 
more than 49 
years continuously. 
He was born in Butler township, 
Adams 
county, 
near 
Biglerville, 
January 
19, 1848. 
He 
graduated 
from Gettysburg College 
with the 
class of 1875 
and from the Semi­ 
nary three years later. 
His 
first 
charge in the ministry was as pastor 
of St. Paul’s Lutheran church, Lit­ 
tlestown. 
He served as pastor of the First 
Lutheran church, 
Altoona, a num­ 
ber of years. 
While 
pastor of the 
Lutheran church at 
Mechanicsburg. 
he organized Trinity crutch at Camp 
Hill 
and supplied it 
in connection 
with 
his work at 
Mechanicsburg. 
Later, he resigned from the 
latter 
place and moved to Camp Hill, giv­ 
ing all his 
energy to 
building up 
the congregation. 
He was especial­ 
ly popular with his people and with 
his fellow ministers. 
He was 
married in 1879 to 
Miss 
Hanna Bream, of 
Middletown, near 
Biglerville, 
and is 
survived by his 
widow and three children. One son, 
Professor Luther A. Weigle, D. D.. 
is professor of religious 
education 
at Yale University and another son, 
Daniel Weigle, is in the West. Mrs. 
George W. Nicely, his only daugh­ 
ter, lives in Hanover where her hus­ 
band is pastor of St. Mark’s Luther­ 
an church. 
Funeral Thursday at I P. M. with 
service in 
the 
Camp Hill 
church 
where the body lies in state from l l 
A. M. of that day. 
Burial at Big­ 
lerville, where the body can be view­ 
ed Thursday afternoon at 4 o’clock 
for a short time only in St. Paul’s 
Lutheran church.

NOW THAN IN 1922 


Adams Expects 
Banner Fruit 
Crop, Hut Others Are Seen 
As Poor.

dry weather, although recent rains are 
said to have caused considerable im­ 
provement.

HISTORIC “OLD WILLOW” 


AT STATE COLLEGE DOWN 


State College, Pa., Aug. 27.—The 
oldest 
physical tradition 
existing 
on the campus of the Pennsylvania 
State College,— the “Old Willow'’— j 
is no more. 
Its sixty-five year-old 
shell of a trunk failed to withstand 
a 
vigorous wind 
storm and today 
workmen are removing the old land­ 
m ark held dear in the memory of a l­ 
most 20,000 form er students of the 
college. 
The 
“Old Willow” 
was of the 
species known as the “weeping wil­ 
low” 
and was planted by Professor 
W. G.. W aring in 1858, 
before the 
first building, 
Old Main, was com­ 
pleted. 
Two years 
ago one of the 
two big trunks w as felled in a wind 
storm , despite the efforts of 
land­ 
scape 
architects and
